JUST WHAT HAPPENED 
In an address to tlie graduating class of Obcrlin 
College the otlicr day Prof. Rex Tugwell, Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture, is quoted as stating that the 
old order of business, economics and iwlitics, "became 
calamitous to the entire nation" and the people decided 
something had to be done.

WALLACE IN DUAL ROLE 
An interesting article in the Sunday issue of the Chi- 
cago Tribune reveals Henry Wallace in the dual role of 
secretary of agriculture, .idvocating compulsory crop re- 
duction, and that of seed corn merchant, advertising 
seeds which will increase corn prinluction. 

Mr. Wallace, the article states, \v3% president of the 
Hi-Bred Corn Co., Grimes, Iowa, until he became secre- 
tary of agriculture. Me retains his stock in the corn 
seed company and his lawyer is now president. 

Most startling of the revelations in the Tribune 
article are those concerning the secretary's oilicial 
pronouncements and the corn company** advertisements, 
appearing in the Wallace-controlled magazine, "Wal- 
lace's Parmer." 

Here, staring at each other from opposite pages, 
one finds Secretary Wallace insisting that corn acre- 
age must be reduced for the farmer's salvation, and the 
seed merchant, Mr. Wallace, claiming that, with his 
seed corn, acreage can be cut 25 per cent without re- 
ducing the yield. 

One wonders whether the acreage reduction pro- 
gram Is designed to cut corn production or to force 
farmers to use Mr. Wallace's high-test seeds. 

At least, Secretary Wallace's Department of Agri- 
culture will pay the farmer a bonus for reducing his 
acreage, while he is raising more corn than ever with 
Mr. Wallace's seed corn.

The red and silver pump was pur- 
chased from the Wayne Pump Co., 
Fort Wayne, Ind., and Installed by 
Ed Garrett. This Is one of the flrat 
of its type to bo Inatallod In Bllnola, 
Smith said today. 

The computing dials are con- 
trolled from below, where the gas- 
oline meter, the pump and the elec- 
tric motor operate and register the 
action. A shaft In tuo nickelplatod 
housing extending through tho cen- 
ter of the show case forms a connec- 
tion between tho meter below nnd tho 
dials above. To arrange for tho fluc- 
tuating price of gasoline, graduated 
dials from one to ten. from ten to 
forty, and from onotonth to one, may 
bo sot from tho Interior.

For tho past two years she has 
nindo her home In BIrchwood, Wis., 
near Superior and Rico Lake, al- 
though for many years after leaving 
Antloch she ajnd Mr. Burke ^ere 
memberB of tho Antloch "colony" In 
Chetek, Wis. 

AVlion visiting at tho News olllce 
yesterday, Mrs. Burke was quick to 
notice the changes In printing meth- 
ods which have developed since Mr.

Mrs. Burko Is atlll a very active 
and comparatively youthful appearing 
woman.

Boy's Essay on 
Corn Improvement 
Project Wins Prize 

(NOTE— This oasay was written hy 
Paul Nielsen, n Senior In the Dopart- 
mdnt of Vocational Agriculture nt 
(ho AnlliK'h Township High School 
and won 11th In a competlllon of 100 
stories entered hy mid-west students 
In The Chicago Drovur'a Journal 
Project Story Contest. 

(By Paul NIclHcn) 
My corn Improvcinonl project be- 
gan when I enrolled In tho Animal 
HuHhandry class In Vocational Agri- 
culture. It was my Instructor's sug- 
gOation that I plan a doflnlte pro- 
gram of corn Improvement to supple- 
ment my four year course. 

I started my project by securing 
Golden Glow seed from a grower In 
tho southern part of our county. Ho 
had won distinction as a corn breed- 
er, so I started with tlie seed which 
had taken him yeara to develop. 

The first year my com land con- 
sisted of five acres of sod and five 
acres of oat stubble. All this land 
was somewhat dcflclent in phos- 
phate. 1 applied super-phosphate and 
barnyard manure to the Ave acres 
tliat was most dcflclent. The other 
Ave acres received no treatment, but 
had been manured the previous year. 

When tho corn was harvested, the 
corn on the treated land had bettor 
foliage, and yielded a good deal bet- 
ter than that on the untreated plot. 

The second year I selected a five 
aero grain field which had been 
seeded to sweet clover. In tho spring 
when the clover was six Inches tall. 
I plowed It under as a green ma- 
nure crop. Barnyard manure had 
been applied on two acres of tho 
clover. Later, after plowing, I top- 
dressed one aero more. The remain- 
ing acres received only the green 
manure. 

In order to have good seed to plant, 
I selected the heavy and healthy 
looking ears. I then took the ears 
that had the smallest cobs and the 
large well-niled ko-stone shaped ker- 
nels. After taking the ears that had 
the least starch In the kernels, 1 
shelled and graded by corn, and 
dusted It for disease with Semesan, 
Jr. 

Tho corn that was topdrcaaod, 
and the corn that bad the manure 
plowed under, both gave about the 
same yield, although I noticed that 
tho acre that was top-dressed, yield- 
ed slightly .better. This was duo to 
the manure holding the moisture. 

When I had my corn picked from 



the boat stalks In the field, I noticed 
that the oars showed a great Improve* 
meut over tho ears the year before. 
Many farmers. arif;r seelni; my corn 
nnd hearing about the records, pur- 
chased their seed from mo that fall. 

Tlie land I selected for my last 
year's iwoject was a five ocro grain 
field which had hocu seeded to «wcct 
clover. Dut to the cold weather. I 
was unable to have thla land plowed 
ua early as I would have liked. Dur- 
ing this time, the green sweet clover 
got a very good start. When I 
plowed this land, tlie sweet clover 
was twelve Inches high. 

After thoroughly working the land 
with a pulverizer and a spring tooth 
harrow I planted the , corn on June 
7lh, The corn was check-rowed so 
It could be cultivated both waya. It 
wns cultivated seven tlmcB during 
tho summer. I compared this Ave 
acre ploC with our other five acre 
plot, and despite the fact, that this 
other Ave acre plot had been manur- 
ed, I noticed a great difference. My 
com, as a wholo, was much better. 
It was taller; greener, and had 
thicker stalks. I was convinced that 
green manure waa very good In re- 
gard to corn production. 

Last fall I showed my corn at the 
Antloch Country Fair. I placed sec- 
ond lu tho open class and first In the 
Junior Division. At the Sectional 
Future Farmer Fair my two entries 
had a good and a fair grading. I 
considered this fairly good, as I had 
to compete with the hoys In the 
northern part of tho corn belt. 

The average production of my five 
acre plot was slightly over 100 baa- 
kots to tho acre. This yield was 
much better than others of our com- 
munity. 

This year, I picked 20 baskets of 
seed corn. I have many orders for 
seed now. I plan to advertise this 
seed In the northorn part of Bllnols 
and part of Wisconsin.
